During .the clash more than 100 
shots were fired from rllle*, *hottuns 
and revolvers. 

At 10 o'clock last night Nlmmo and 
four companions, one an operative of 
his secret aervloe agency, were es- 
corted, under protection of Newport 
polloa, to tho oovernment warehouse 
ot tha dlatlllery near the ateel plant. 
Thay had taken ratni* In tha wara- 
hou*e, whara thay had haea haalagad 
Ova hpura, during which tima Nlmmo 
and two other wounded man auSWad 
from lack of medical a tttn tton. 

The rescue ot NImmo'a party was 
effected after W. N. Andrawa. Secre- 
tary of the steel company, had made 
long-distance telephone appeal to 
Governor James D. Black, of Ken- 
ucky, for state troops, and appeals 
had been made to officials of New- 
port and Campbell County for aid. 
Newport police brought tha man to 
Newport In a police patrol. 

Versions of the shooting differ wide- 
ly, and stories of witnesses conflict 
as to which 'side flred the first shot. 
One story received by authorities Is to 
the effect a man In the vicinity waved 
his white apron aa a algnal to the 
striker*, and that ahoti wart ilrad 
from near-by houses.

This part of the story reads : 

"Josephus Daniels, Jr., held the highest rank of any. . . . 

Cabinet officer's son in service, a captaiucy in the marine

New Plan of American lied Cross to 
Foster Health Centers Through- 
Mt Comtrr ta ASMnert. 

In oonnootion with "national sotety ' 
Lake DlTtslon baadauartars of the 
American Red Orota in Cleveland 
(O.) announoaa g new plan of the Red 
Cross to foater the eatabllabmsnt of 
Health Centers throughout tha coun- 
try as a part of Its peace-time pro- 
gram of service to Americans. 

The first step In the Red Cross 
health program was the extension of 
the public health nursing service. The 
becond step Is to be the mobilization 
of Red Cross Interest and Influence for 
the establlBbment of health centers in 
every community where conditions 
make this dealrabla and poaalble. 

A Health Center ii to ba the head- 
quartera for the public health work of 
a oommunity. Its purpose is to edu- 
cate the people in matters of health 
and prevention of disaaae. It Is a 
place where they can M taught how 
to keep well rather than a place where 
they may go to be cured. 

That a far more vigorous ramijaign 
in this country to promote pliyslcal 
welfare was made clear by tho soloc 
tivc service examination in wliicli one 
third of all candidates were rej^-ctcd 
for active service becauf^o of physi- 
cal disability. 

Agencies co-operatlnn In a Hcalili 
Center will vary according to com 
munity needs and organizations A 
complete health center will have In It 
a public health dispensary and clinic 
for the prevention of disease and dis- 
semlnation of health information. Of- 
floes of the city health work will be 
located there as well as offices of al- 
lied agencies such as home service 
and chlldrens' aid. It will be the dis- 
aster relief headquarters and the cen- 
ter of the war on tuberculosis. In- 
struction will be given at the health 
center in child welfare subjects, In so- 
cial and mental hygiene and preven- 
tion of accidents, home nursing and 
dietetics. Dental clinics and the out- 
jjatlpnt department of the local hos- 
pitals may be incUided In the health 
center. 

The Red Cross has no thought of at- 
tempting either to encroach upon the 
field of national, state or local health 
authorities, or to supersede any of the 
accredited .inencles carrying on spe- 
cial heallli work. Tlie Rod CroHS will 
promote the health center as a focus 
to bring together all community agen- 
cies dealing with the health of the 
people. 

The fostering of Health Centers is 
to ba looked upon qot only as permit 
ted Red Cross activity but aa a highly 
desirable means of expressing Red 
Cross spirit in an enduring form. 
Health work is an Important feature

With the mtwint seawin praoUoal- 
ly ended, exoapt for late tohaoco and 
a vary small aownnt ot the latest oom 
that Is now matttrinft Kantsoiqr'B crop 
prospects now Indloata the prodvotton 
of approximately 4I6,64(,000 pounds 
of tobacco compared to 427,600,000 
pounds last year, and 81,842,000 bu- 
BheU of corn. The I'nlted States en- 
tire tobacco croi) this year Is now es- 
timated at l,2i8,{l62,nno iiounds, com- 
pared to l,818,01!l,0O0 pounds last 
year, or about l.G per cent, decrease. 

These estimates were issued yester- 
day through the office of II F Bry- 
ant. Kentucky field agent of the t'nlt- 
ed States Bureau of Crop Estimates, 
and the following estimates of other 
crops produced In Kentucky this sea- 
son, with comparisons with 1918 crops, 
were Issued at the sapie time; oats 8,- 
r,36,00O bushels compared to 9,600,000 
last year, barley 176,000 bushels com- 
pared to 196,000, poUtoes 4,50l,00a bu- 
shels compared to B,6U,000, sweet po- 
taioes 1,094,000 bushels compared to 
1,236,000 sorghum molasses 1,669,000 
gallons compared to 2,826,000 gallons 
last year, clover seed 36,000 bushels 
compared to Sl.ftOO. apples 2,0S8,000 
bushels compared to 3.780,000 bushels 
In IIUS and pears ll!fi.000 bushels com- 
pared to lin.oOd last year. 

Tlie widc-^^iiread drouth In Kentucky 
this summer damaged i)ractlcally all 
late growing crops more or less, hut 
the more favorable weather of the last 
few weeks has helped late tobacco, 
corn and pastures to grow out some. 
The drouth was very Irregular and 
spotted all over the State, some local 
sections having a fairly good growing 
season while adjoinink sections were 
parched. 

Stookwater was scarce in some 
counties and pastures are still' not 
generally very good, though they have 
improved mueh during the last month 
and some aeetlons now have good 
grass. 

The hemp crop in the Blue Grass 

counties was cut to an exceedingly 
small acreage this season and most of 
uliat was grown a|)parcntly will give 
a light yield.
